worked off.

Now I claim that 
these cranks—they are nothing more than 
cranks of the lowest type—have no right to 
impose upon 800,000 people by parading and 
their troisterous proceedings.

mit it while 1 am Mayor, any how .”

“ I am sure they would be shot down like 
dogs. 
The police would not fool with them 
an instant. 
Public feeling is ‘against all 
Anarchistic bodies.

If th en h e h ad deferred th e sudden projection of th e 
tariff as th e sole issue of th e election h e would h ave 
been nom inated and elected.— 
H a rp er's W eekly. 
Th e closing sentence of th e above para­ 
graph is th e one th at will most forcibly at­ 
tract attention. 
In regard to th e question of 
patronage, we th ink lx>th parties are pretty 
well agreed th at th e civil service reform in­ 
vention of George William Curtis and oth er 
Mugwumps was a h umbug and is played out, 
Tbe country h as discovered th at it was one 
of th e masks of th ese men beh ind wh ich to 
h ide th eir free trade nurposes. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land, a mete neoph yte in politics, was be­ 
guiled into it in th e campaign th at ended 
with h is election, but th ough h e began with 
an h onest intention h e soon found it imprac­ 
ticable. 
Th e party wh ich elected h im h ad 
earned th e ofliccs. 
So it will be to th e end of 
th e republic. 
Th e only civil service reform 
th at will endure h ere is th at wh ich seeks th e 
best men to h e found in th e prevailing party

But wh at aliout th at “ sudden projection ’ 
of th e tarifT issue? Was it sudden?

tinctly remember th at Ha rp er’s Weekly h as 
at intervals sh own a leaning towards free 
trade for many years.

Four years ago, wh ile 
Mr. Randall was vouch ing upon th e stump at 
th e North for th e fidelity of -Mr. Cleveland 
to th e principle of protection, Carlisle, Mor­ 
rison, Mills, Wattcrson, Hurd and oth ers 
were making free trade speech es for th e cam 
paign in th e South and West. 
To ch arge 
now th at th e tariff issue was sprung suddenly 
upon th e country is a falseh ood. 
Even Mr. Cleveland cannot be ch arged 
with suddenness in projecting th e question. 
His 
message was written in December. 
From th at time till th e meeting of th e Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Convention six 
month s 
elapsed. 
How long a time do sagacious and 
well informed party leaders require to ascer­ 
tain wh eth er th e assumption of a certain po­ 
sition would be h elpful or dangerous ? Mr. 
Cleveland is credited with saying th at h e be. 
lieved Ids message would defeat h is nomina­ 
tion, but th at h e bad written in accordance 
with h is earnest convictions. 
But we do not 
remember of any Democratic 
newspaper 
wh ich exh ibited misgivings except th e New 
York Su n and Albany Times. 
Th e message 
was bailed with praise and enth usiasm every­ 
wh ere. 
All were glad th at th e President h ud 
given th e party an issue on wh ich it could 
stand, and past failures were ascribed to th e 
lack of th at courage and clearness wh ich Mr. 
Cleveland h ad exh ibited. 
Th e “ campaign of 
i ntellect” was at once begun, and th e editors, 
orators and talesmen sh owed th at th ey were 
amply qualified to lie instructors. 
Th e pro­ 
cess of "educating" th e people in th e beau­ 
ties of free trade was not commenced in June 
after Mr. Cleveland’s nomination, but in De­ 
cember, after tlie appearance of h is message. 
For ten month s, not five, tbe people were in­ 
structed. 
A great deal can be taugh t in th at 
space of time to a people already well in­ 
formed, of trained and disciplined intelli­ 
gence, and eager and quick to seize and com­ 
preh end a political principle.

Th e “ logic of events” furnish es th e great 
lesson by wh ich th ese voters are guided, and 
it is is goiDg to be more powerful for convic­ 
tion under th e new Republican ndministra- 
.tion th an ever before. 
With free trade rele­ 
gated to th e rear, wh ere it must endure in 
silence th e verdict of national condemnation 
just passed upon it, and with th e working­ 
men in th e enjoyment of good wages and 
ev ery bo dy 
prosperous, wh ere will th e Demo­ 
cratic party find a market for its free trade 
arguments during th e next four years ?

th en gone b a c k ; and now th at th e p arty is pledge» ! 
to it. It will Dot go back, but will carry it th rough . 
If th e p arty » h ould bow attem pt to go back, it win 
end in tb e absolute dissolution of th e p arty 
I be 
lieve from w h at I h ave seen during my Journey 
th rough th e state th at th e tide is now rising in th at 
direction, and it is sure to destroy th e opposing 
forces, as sure as th e tide will ri9e to-m orrow in New 
York bay. 
(A pplause.) At all events th e R epubli­ 
can p arty h as em barked in th at great cause, and i 
do not believe auy great portion of its people desire 
to go back. 
No m atter wh at th e result of th e last 
election, th is w ar will go od until th e great victory 
h as been won. 
(Applause.) I gave tbe opposing 
forces notice th a t th is last contest on th a t issue was 
th e first Bull Run, and th at tbe w ar would go on un­ 
til we received th eir unconditional surrender, as at 
A ppom atox. 
(Renewed applause.) 
Th is means, of course, in relation lo prac 
tical work and th e near fulure, th at th e Re­ 
publican Legislature will pass anoth er h igh 
license bill next winter. 
Gov. Hill mav veto 
it, but oth er Legislatures will repeat th e pro­ 
cess, until tbe Governor is eith er tired out or 
retired by anoth er election, unless in th e inter­ 
val enougli Democratic members can 
be 
found in favor of th e bill to pass it over h is 
veto. 
Th e party cannot go backward. 
High li­ 
cense is th e principle on wh ich th e agitation 
of th e liquor question is to h e settled at least 
for a time, and until public sentiment is ready 
for th e more radical principle of proh ibition. 
Th is state will certainly h ave h igh license. It 
cannot afford to be made th e refuge of th e 
outcast saloons of surrounding states, as one 
by one th ey put up th e tax.

won. 
Th e 
Republican 
gain 
in 
th e 
Legislature 
is 
extraordinarily large, 
and it is due to th e bold stand taken by Mr. 
Miller on tbe h igh license question. 
Th ese 
gains are to continue if no oth er means wilj 
avail, until th e veto of tlie saloon Governor 
is overborne. 
Oth er states h ave passed or are passing 
th rough an experience of “ ups and downs ” 
on tbe liquor question. 
New Jersey passed 
a h igh license law last winter, but th e Demo­ 
cratic party, anxious to win in th e Presiden­ 
tial election, made an alliance with th e liquor 
dealers and elected a ch eap license Legisla­ 
ture wh ich will probably repeal th e law. 
But th e sh ort trial is so Satisfactory to th e 
deceut sentiment of th e state th at it will be 
re-enacted. 
Th is 
was wh at h appened in 
Oh io. 
At th e election following th e passage 
of th e first h igh license law th e Republican 
party 
was 
defeated 
and 
Democratic 
Judges declared tbe law unconstitutional. 
But th e people, pleased with tiie law, re­ 
turned th e Republican party to power, dis­ 
missed th e unfaith ful Judges, 
and 
en­ 
acting a new statute. 
Th at law 
is 
still 
in 
force, and so well satisfied 
are 
th e 
people with its effects th at th is year th ere is 
a large falling off in th e Proh ibition vote. 
In Mich igan th e h igh license law, passed af­ 
ter a proh ibitory amendment h ad been re­ 
jected, passed th rough a series of vicissitudes, 
but so satisfactory is it th at th e Proh ibitionist 
vote lias declined 50 per cent, and th e Re­ 
publican majority is restored to th e niagnifi 
cent proportions of 1880. 
In tin's state th e 
decline of th e Proh ibition vote from 45,000 to 
30,000 in a single year, Droves th at many 
voters of th at parly h ave become convinced 
th at h igh license must come before proh ibi 
tion. 
Th e decline of th e Proh ibition vote will 
serve to convince th e people th at th eir sole 
reliance for legislation in. beh alf of temper 
anec must be th e Republican party. 
Th at 
party will h ence be strength ened for th e good 
work. 
A complete union of Republicans 
and Proh ibitionists next fall would give th em 
a two th irds majority in th e Legislature. 
Leading Proh ibitionists acknowledge th at 
such a union is necessary, if th e proh ibitory 
amendment, wh ich will go to th e people in 
th e fall of 1890, is to h ave a gh ost of a ch ance 
for adoption. 


THE TIN PLATE INDUSTRY. 


George AY. Dci.ny of New Haven, a 
prominent manufacturer, aeserts th at if a 
protective duty is laid upon tin plate, th ree 
new companies of large capital will be organ­ 
ized at once for its manufacture in th is coun­ 
try. 
Of course oth ers would spring up one 
after anoth er, and in less th an two years 
American-made tin plate would be produced 
in sufficient quantities to supply th e entire 
country. 
Th e effect would be th e develop­ 
ment of th e invaluable mines of tin th at are 
now lying idle, th e employment of a h undred 
th ousand men, and th e expulsion of th e for­ 
eign tin trade from our markets. 
One such 
result as th is ¡done would justify Gen. H ar­ 
rison in calling th e new Congress togeth er in 
March . 
Th e party th at h as just been re­ 
stored to power cannot lie in too great a h ur­ 
ry to adjust th e tariff to th e needs of Ameri­ 
can industry.

General Harrison’s 
war record is more th an respectable. 
By 
merit, not by political influence, lie won th e 
stars of Brigadier-General. 
In civil life be 
line been bold and uncompromising. 
Th e 
intellectual force of General Harrison lias 
been questioned, but h is intimates regard h im 
as a man of big brain. 
With th is goes.it is 
asserted, an invincible confidence in h imself. 
“ Wh at of th e South ! It is evident from th e 
utterances since th e election th ere is less de­ 
sire th an ever before to dragoon th e states. 
Th ere h as been bloody talk. 
War paint Las 
been plentiful. 
It is not unlikely th at Sena­ 
tor Ch andler will press th e bill to regulate 
elections in th e South wh ich h e introduced 
last winter, but th ere are conservative influ­ 
ences at work. 
Many millions of North ern 
and Western capital are already invested in 
th e South . 
Many more millions can profit­ 
ably be placed in th e South ern states. 
Th is 
will go far to prevent violent and coercive 
legislation. 
Th ere is likewise a widespread 
feeling th at noth ing is to be gained by at­ 
tempting to restore negro rule and carpet-bag 
control in th e South . 
Th e experiment h as 
been tried, and th ere is little temptation to 
repeat it. 
Wh atever th e purpose or desire, 
th ere can be no legislation inimical to th e 
South for a year or more unless a special see 
siou of Congress be called.” 
Captain Dawson, wh o was an original 
Cleveland man, and h as been a staunch sup­ 
porter of th e present administration, was 
asked to-nigh t wh at, in h is opinion, would be 
th e effect of General Harrison’s election up­ 
on th e South . 
“ I h ope,” h e said, “ th at General Harrison 
will leau th e best elements of h is party and 
rule th e rest, and th at h e will not, as was ap­ 
preh ended, be th e stool-pigeon of any poli 
tician. 
Speaking as a Democrat, I see more 
immediate political danger in conciliation and 
kindness th an in force bills and abuse. 
Th ere are many persons in 
th e South 
wh o, from th e necessity of th ings, h ave act 
ed always with th e Democratic party. Th ere 
was no oth er w» y to secure and main­ 
tain good local goyerpment. 
ff such per 
6ons can be satisfied th at th e National Repub­ 
lican party h as no desire to force upon th em 
corrupt or profligate local government, th eir 
reasons for sticking to th e Democracy th rough 
th ick aud th in wifi in a measure be removed. 


Of course, any one wh o accepts office under 
Harrison will be classified as a Republican.

‘*1 don’t expect th e industrial develop­ 
ment of th e South in general to be retarded 
by th e election of General Harrison, for th e 
reason th at so large a part of th e capital in­ 
vested in Alabama. Tennessee, Florida and 
elsewh ere comes from North ern sources, and 
from men disposed to lean toward th e pro­ 
tective system. 
If th e * forty acres aod a 
mule’ idea is to lie revived, labor will be dis­ 
organized and th e people, wh ite and black, 
will be seriously injured. Th e negroes do not 
love work, and if th ey see a ch ance of escap­ 
ing from it, th ey will be difficult to manage.” 
“ Do you th ink th at th e election of Gen­ 
eral Harrison will break up th e ‘ Solid 
South ?’” 
“ I do not. 
Th ere will be a rearrange­ 
ment of political parties, but th e underlying 
devotion to Democratic principles in th e 
South , I am confident, will cause th e bulk of 
th e wh ite people to continue th eir present po 
litical affiliations.”

The closing sentence of the above para­ 
graph is the one that will most forcibly at­ 
tract attention. 
In regard to the question of 
patronage, we think both parties are pretty 
well agreed that the civil service reform in­ 
vention of George William Curtis and other 
Mugwumps was a hum bug and is played out. 
T he country has discovered that, it was one 
of the musks of these men behind which to 
hide their free trade nurposes. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land, a mere neophyte in politics, was be­ 
guiled into it in the campaign that ended 
with his election, but though lie began w ith 
an honest intention lie soon fouud it im prac­ 
ticable. 
The party which elected him had 
earned the oilices. 
So it will be to the end of 
the republic. 
The only civil service reform 
that will endure here is that which seeks the 
best men to be found in the prevailing party 
for the

and

Any other sort oí civil 
service reform than this can now be dis­ 
missed. 
It has served its day with the free 
trude hypocrites, who now hud themselves 
unmasked. 
But what aliout th at “ sudden projection" 
of the tariff issue? 
W as it sudden? 
We dis­ 
tinctly remember that Harper's Weekly has 
at intervals shown a leaning towards free 
trade for many years. 
Other papers lesa 
M ugwumpian but more Demoeratic, like the 
Albany Argus, the Buffalo Courier, the 
Rochester Union, the Brooklyn Eagle, and 
under its form er management the New York 
World, spoke out with clearness and 
vigor. 
E ight 
years ago the Democratic national 
platform declared in favor of ‘‘ a tariff for 
revenue only,” and four years ago the same 
idea was promulgated, though enveloped in 
a maze of meaningless words. The Morrison 
horizontal reduction bill was as offensively 
free trade as the Mills bill. 
The second 
Morrison bill was equally objectionable, and 
drew the hostility of every protectionist 
Democrat in Congress. 
Mr. Cleveland, with 
all of the patronage of his great office freshly 
at his command, and with a Democratic m a­ 
jority in the forty-ninth Congress 
much 
larger than in the fiftieth, could not force 
this bill to" a passage in the House.

either of the Morrison hills, and yet it had to 
undergo almost Innumerable changes before 
the party would accept it. 
For six years 
Congress has kept this tariff issue—the issue 
of free trade—at the front. 
It was not pre­ 
cipitated suddenly. 
Four years ago, while 
Mr. Randall was vouching upon the stum p at 
the N orth for the fidelity of -Mr. Cleveland 
to the principle of protection, Carlisle, M or­ 
rison, Mills, W atterson, Hurd and others 
were m aking free trade speeches for the cam ­ 
paign in the South and West. 
To charge 
now that the tariff issue was sprung suddenly 
upon the country is a falsehood. 
Even Mr. Cleveland cannot be charged 
w ith suddenness in projecting the question. 
Ilis 
message 
was written in I)eceml>er. 
From that time till the meeting of the Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Convention six 
m onths 
elapsed, 
llow long a time do sagacious and 
well inform ed party leaders require to ascer­ 
tain w hether the assum ption of a certain po­ 
sition would be helpful or dangerous ? Mr. 
Cleveland is credited with saying that he be. 
lie veil his message would defeat his nom ina­ 
tion, but that he had written in accordance 
w ith his earnest convictions. 
But we do not 
rem em ber of any 
Democratic 
newspaper 
which exhibited misgivings except the New 
York Sun and A lbany Time». 
The message 
was hailed with praise and enthusiasm every­ 
where. 
All were glad that the President had 
given the party an issue on which it could 
stand, and past failures were ascribed to the 
lack of that courage and clearness which Mr. 
Cleveland had exhibited. 
The “ campaign of 
i ntcllcct” was at ouce begun, and the editors, 
orators and ; tatesmen showed that they were 
am ply qualified to be instructors. 
The pro­ 
cess of “ educatiug" the people in the beau­ 
ties of free trade was not commenced in June 
after Mr. Cleveland’s nomination, but in De­ 
cember, after the appearance of his message. 
F o r ten months, not five, the people were in­ 
structed. 
A great deal can be taught in that 
space of time to a people already well in­ 
form ed, of trained and disciplined intelli­ 
gence, and eager and quick to seize and com ­ 
prehend a political principle. 
We observe that the Democratic newspa­ 
pers do not yet abandon the principle of 
“ revenue reform” or free trude, but propose 
to continue the “ educational campaign” with­ 
out flagging for the next four years.

they have not l>eon able to accomplish by

T he “ logic of events” furnishes the great 
lesson by which these voters are guided, and 
it is is going to be more powerful for convic­ 
tion under the new Republican administra- 
.tiou than ever before. 
With free trade rele­ 
gated to the rear, where it must endure in 
silence the verdict of national condemnation 
just passed upon it, and with the working- 
men in the enjoyment of good wages and 
everybody prosperous, where will the Demo­ 
cratic party find a market for its free trade 
arguments during the Dext four years ? 


THE HIGH LICENSE ISSUE. 


Warner Miller, in his speech at the meeting 
o f the “ Spell-Binders” 
(Republican cam­ 
paign orntors) in New York last Wednesday 
evening, thus declared the position of the 
Republican party on the question of high li­ 
cense: 
The Republican party Is committed to high 11- 
canse. (Applause.) This party has never yet taken 


a step forward oa any question cf reform and has 
then gone back; and now that the party is pledged 
to it. It will not go back, but will carry It through. 
U the party should now attempt to go back, it win 
end In the absolute dissolution of the party. I be 
lieve from what I have seen during my journey 
through the state that the tide is now rising In that 
direction, and It is sure to destroy the opposing 
forces, as sure as the tide will ris e to-morrow in New 
York bay. (Applause.) At all events the Republi­ 
can party has embarked in that great cause, and I 
do not believe any great portion of its people desire 
to go back. No m atter wbat the result of the last 
election, this war will go on until the great victory 
has been won. (Applause.) I gave the opposing 
forces notice that this last contest on that issue was 
the first Bull Run, and that the war would go on un­ 
til we received their unconditional surrender, as at 
Appomatox. (.Renewed applause.) 
This means, of course, in relation to prac­ 
tical work and the near future, that the Re­ 
publican Legislature will pass another high 
license bill next winter. 
Gov. Hill mav veto 
it, but other Legislatures will repeat the pro­ 
cess, until the Governor is either tired out or 
retired by another election, unless in the inter­ 
val enough Democratic members can 
be 
found in favor of the bill to pass it over his 
veto. 
The party cannot go backward. 
High li­ 
cense is the principle on which the agitation 
of the liquor question is to be settled at least 
for a time, and until public sentiment is ready 
for the more radical principle of prohibition. 
This state will certainly Lave high license. It 
cannot afford to be made the refuge of the 
outcast saloons of surrounding states, as one 
by one they put up the tax. 
The vic­ 
tory 
is- 
already 
more 
than 
half 
won. 
The 
Republican 
gain 
in 
the 
Legislature 
is 
extraordinarily large, 
and it is due to the bold stand taken by Mr. 
Miller on the high license question. 
These 
gains are to continue if no other means wilj 
avail, until the veto of the saloon Governor 
is overborue. 
Other states have passed or are passing 
through an experience of “ ups and downs 
on the liquor question. 
New Jersey passed 
a high license law last winter, but the Demo­ 
cratic party, anxious to win in the Presiden­ 
tial election, made an alliance with the liquor 
dealers and elected a cheap license Legisla­ 
ture which will probably repeal the law 
But the short trial is so (Satisfactory to the 
deceut seutiment of the state that it will be 
re-enacted. 
This 
was what happened in 
Ohio. 
At the election following the passage 
of the first high license law the Republican 
party 
was 
defeated 
and 
Democratic 
Judges declared tbe law unconstitutional 
But tbe people, pleased with the law, re 
turned the Republican party to power, cli: 
missed the unfaithful 
Judges, 
and 
ei 
acting a new statute. 
T hat law 
is 
still 
in 
force, and so well satisfied 
are 
the 
people with its effects that this year there 
a large falling oil in the Prohibition vote 
In Michigan the high license law, passed af 
ter a prohibitory amendment had been re 
jected, passed through a series of vicissitudes 
but so satisfactory is it that the Prohibitionist 
vote has declined 50 per cent, and the Re 
publican m ajority is restored to the magnifi 
cent proportions of 1880. 
In tins state the 
decline of the Prohibition vote from 45,000 to 
30,000 in a single year, Droves that many 
voters of that parly have become conviuc-. d 
that high license must come l>efore prohibí 
tion. 
The decline of the Prohibition vote will 
serve to convince the people that their sole 
reliance for legislation in .behalf of temper 
ancc must be the Republican party. 
Tin 
party will hence be strengthened for the good 
work. 
A complete union of Republicans 
and Prohibitionists next fall would give them 
a two-thirds m ajority in the Legislature 
Leading Prohibitionists acknowledge that 
such a union is necessary, if the prohibitory 
amendment, which will go to the people 
the fall of 1890, is to have a ghost of a clmnce 
for adoption. 


Of course, any one who accepts office under 
Harrison will tie classified as a Republican 
It is certain, however, that there will be no 
division of importance among the whites in 
such states as South Carolina, so longos there 
is real danger that political divisions will 
bring about negro rule in any form. 
W ith 
these considerations before me. 1 have ad 
ised the Southern Democracy lo await qui­ 
etly the course of affairs, to apply themselves 
to the promotion and extension of Southern 
industries, and, above all things, to decline to 
be alarmed by the threat of attucks which 
probably will never come. 
•1 don’t e,xpect the industrial develop­ 
ment of the South in general to be retarded 
by the election of General Harrison, fur the 
reason that so large a part of the capital in­ 
vested in Alabama, Tennessee, Florida and 
elsewhere comes from N orthern sources, and 
from men disposed to lean toward the pro­ 
tective system. 
If the ‘ forty acres and a 
mule’ idea is to lie revived, labor will be dis­ 
organized and the people, white and black, 
will be seriously injured. The negroes do not 
love work, and if they see a chance of escap­ 
ing from it, they will be difficult to m anage.” 
“ Do you think that the election of Gen­ 
eral Harrison will break up the ‘ Solid 
South? ’” 
I do not. 
There will be a rearrange­ 
ment of political parties, but the underlying 
devotion to Democratic principles in the 
South, I am confident, will cause the bulk of 
the white people to continue their present po 
litical affiliations.” 


THE TIN PLATE INDUSTRY. 


George W . D em y of New Ilnvcn, 
prominent m anufacturer, aeserts that if 
protective duty is laid upon tin plate, thre 
new companies of large capital w ill he organ 
ized at once for its manufacture in this eoun 
try. 
Of course others would spring up one 
after another, and in less than two years 
American-made tin plate would be produced 
in sufficient quantities to supply the entire 
country. 
The effect would lie the develop 
ment of the invaluable mines of tin that are 
now lying idle, the employment of a hundred 
thousand men, and the expulsion of the for 
eign tin trade from our markets. 
One such 
result as this alone would justify Gen. Har 
risou in calling the new Congress together in 
March. 
The party that has just been re 
stored to power cannot he in too great a bur 
ry to adjust the tariff to the needs of Aineri 
can industry. 


THE SOUTH IN GOOD HUMOB. 


T he B ourbon O rgan of a B ourbon Stato Ac 
cupts H arriso n and is H opeful. 
(From tbe New York Tribune.] 
C h ak lf.sto x , S. C., Nov 15.—The Newt 
and Courier publishes a double-leaded edi 
toriul to day, which lias caused a considerable 
sensation in view of the fact that the editor 
Captain F. W. Dawson, who is also a mem 
tier of the Democratic National Committee 
has just returned from a trip North. 
The 
editorial sa y s: 
“ Those who have known General Harrison 
long and intimately find excellent points 
his character. 
“ The cleanuess of his private life has never 
been disputed. 
It is evident that he is not 
wanting in manliness. 
General Hairison 
war record is more than respectable. 
By 
merit, not by political influence, he won the 
stars of Brigadier-General. 
In civil life lie 
hns been bold and uncompromising. 
The 
intellectual force of General Harrison lias 
been questioned, but his intimates regard him 
as a man of big brain. 
W ith this goes, it Is 
asserted, an invincible confidence in himself 
“ W hat of the South ! It is evident from the 
utterances since the election there is less de 
sire than ever before to dragoon the states 
There has been bloody talk. 
W ar paiut has 
been plentiful. 
It is not unlikely that Sena 
tor Chandler will press the bill to regulate 
elections in the South which he introduced 
last winter, hut there are conservative iuflu 
enees at work. 
Many millions of Northern 
and W estern capital are already invested in 
the South. 
Many more millions can profit 
ably be placed in the Southern states. 
This 
will go far to prevent violent and coercive 
legislation. 
There is likewise a widespread 
feeling that nothing is to he gained by at 
tem pting to restore negro rule and carpel-ba 
control in the South. 
The experiment has 
been tried, and there is little temptatiou to 
repeat it. 
W hatever the purpose or desire 
there can be no legislation inimical to the 
South for a year or more unless a special se¡ 
siou of Congress be called.” 
Captain Dawson, who was an original 
Cleveland roan, aud has been a staunch sup 
porter of the present administration, was 
asked to-night what, in his opinion, would be 
the effect of General Harrison's election up 
on the South. 
“ I hone,” he said, “ that General Harrison 
will leuu the best elements of his party and 
rule the rest, and that he will not, as was ap­ 
prehended, be the stool-pigeon of any poli­ 
tician. 
Speaking as a Democrat, I see more 
immediate political danger in conciliation and 
kindness than in force bills and abuse. 
There 
are many 
persons in 
the South 
who, from the necessity of things, have act­ 
ed always with the Democratic party. There 
was no other way to secure and main­ 
tain good local government. 
Jf such per 
sons can be Balisficd that the National Repub­ 
lican party baa no desire to force upon fhem 
corrupt or profligate local government, their 
reasons for sticking to the Democracy through 
thick aud thin will in a measure be removed.

Any oilier sort of c ivil 
service reform than this eau now lie dis­ 
missed. 
It ha* served its day with tile free 
trade hypocrite*, who now find themselves 
unmasked. 
Hut w hat alxiut that “ sudden projection ’ 
of the tariff issuer 
Was it sudden? 
We dis­ 
tinctly remember that Harper's Weekly lias 
at intervals shown a leaning towards free 
trade for many years. 
Other papers less 
Mugwutopian but more Democratic, like the 
Albany Argus, tbs Buffalo Courier, the 
Rochester Union, the Brooklyn Kaffir, and 
under its former management the New York 
World, spike out w itli clearness and vigor. 
Eight years ago the Democratic national 
platform declared in favor of “ a tariff for 
revenue only," and four years ago the same 
idea was promulgated, though enveloped in 
a maze of meaningless words.

Four years ago, while 
Mr. Randall was vouching upon the stump at 
the North for the fidelity of -Mr. Cleveland 
to the principle of protection, Carlisle, Mor 
rison, Mills, Watterson, Hunt and others 
were milking free trade speeches for the cam 
paign in the South and West. 
To charge 
now that Hie tariff issue was sprung .suddenly 
upon the country is a falsehood. 
Even Mr. Cleveland cannot be charged 
with suddenness in projecting the question. 
Ills message was written in Dcceintar. 
From that time till the meeting of the Demo

National 
Convention six 
months 
elapsed. 
How long a time do sagacious aud 
well informed party leaders require to ascer­ 
tain whether the assumption of u certain po 
aition would lie helpful or dangerous? Mr 
Cleveland is credited with saying that he be 
Coved his message would defeat his nomina­ 
tion, hut that be had written in uccoidunrt 
with bis earnest convictions. 
But we do not

Here from what I have seen during my Journey 
through the state that the tide is now rising In that 
direction, and It is sure to destroy the opposing 
forces, as sure as the tide will rise to-morrow in New 
York bay. (Applause.) At all events the Republi­ 
can party has embarked in that great cause, anil I 
do not believe any great portion of its people desire 
to go back 
No m atter what the result of the last 
election, this war will goon until the great victory 
has been won. (Applause ) I gave the o p in in g 
forces notice that this last contest on that issue was 
the find Bull Run, and that the war would go on un­ 
til we received their unconditional surrender, as at 
Appomatox. (Renewed applause ) 
This means, of course, in relation to prac­ 
tical work and the near future, that the Re­ 
publican Legislature will {mss another high 
license bill next winter.

Other states have passed or are passing 
through an experience of “ ups and downs ” 
on the liquor question. 
New Jersey passed 
a high license law hut winter, but the Demo­ 
cratic party, anxious to win in the Presiden­ 
tial election, made an alliance with the liquor 
dealers and elected a cheap license Legisla­ 
ture which will probably repeal the law. 
But the short trial Is so 4ati*factory to the 
decent sentiment of the Hate that it w ill l»e 
reenacted.

In Michigan the high license law, passed of­ 
ter a prohibitory amendment had been re­ 
jected, passed through u series of vicissitudes, 
but sr) satisfactory is it (hut Hie Prohibitionist 
vote bas declined 50 per cent, anil the Re­ 
publican majority is restored to the inagnifl 
cent proportions of IRMO. 
In this state the 
decline of the Prohibition vote from 45,000 to 
JO,OOO In a single year, Droves that many 
voters of that party have ltecome con vines d 
that high license* must come liefore prohibi 
Hon. 
The decline of the Prohibition vote will 
serve to convince the |ieop!e that their sole 
reliance* for legislation in. Indian of temper 
anet* must lie the Republican party, 
That 
party will hence* be strengthened for the good 
work. 
A complete union of Republicans 
and Prohibitionists next fall would give them 
a two thirds majority iii tile Legislature 
Leading Prohibitionists acknowledge thai 
such a union is necessary, lf Hie prohibitory 
amendment, which will go to the people in 
the fall of I sift), is to have a ghost of a chance 
for adoption.

It is evident from the 
utterances since the election there is less de 
sire than ever before to dragoon the states 
There has beeu bloody talk. 
War paiut has 
been plentiful. 
It is not unlikely that Sena­ 
tor Chandler w ill press the bill to regulate 
elections in the Mouth which he introduced 
last winter, but there are conservative iuflu 
ences at work. 
Many millions of Northern 
and Western capital are already invested iii 
the Mouth. 
Many more millions can profit 
ably be placed in the Southern states. 
This 
will go far to prevent violent and coercive 
legislation. 
There is likewise a widespread 
feeling that nothing is to be gained bv at­ 
tempting to restore negro rule und carpet-bag 
control in the Mouth. 
The experiment has 
been tried, aud there is little temptation to 
repeat it. 
W hatever the purpose or desire, 
there can be* no legislation inimical to the 
Mouth for a year or more unless a special se.- 
sion of Cougreas be called ” 
Captain Dawson, who was an original 
Cleveland man, aud has been a staunch sup 
porter of the present administration, was 
asked to-night what, in bis opinion, would be 
the effect of General Harrison's election up­ 
on the South. 
“ I hope," he said, “ that Genera) Harrison 
will lead the best elements of his party and 
rule the rest, aud that he will not, as was ap­ 
prehended, be the stool-pigeon of any poll 
tician. 
Mpeaking as a Democrat, I ace more 
immediate political (lunger in conciliation and 
kindness than In force hills and abuse. 
There are many persons iu 
the Mouth 
who, from the necessity of things, huvc act 
cd always with the Democratic party. There 
wss no other wgy to secure and main

“ I do not.
